Cincinnati last Sunday, towards sundown, a | 
colored woman had attracted uite a crowd, 
by whipping very severely a little girl of hers, 
and when remonstrated with about it, she 
earnestly asserted her right to do it because 
she had bought her at a great price. She 
did not claim the right to correct it as the 
mother of the child, but based her right upon 
a purchase of the article, and that artiele her 
own daughter. I learned, on inquiry, that 
the woman, a little while ago, was a slave in 
Vicksburgh, Miss., and had earned money 
enough, by extra effort at washing, to buy 
herself and three children for about £1,200, 
and had left the father af the two colored 
children in bondage, while the father of the 
white one is still in Vieksburg, but not a slave. 
She asserted that $2,500 was the price paid. 
Here she follows her old vocation, taking in 
washing, although she receives but one third 
as much here for the same amount of work 
as she received in Vicksburg. 

Last evening | stepped into a barber’s shop, 
and learned a fact touching slavery from the 
lips of the man on whose person the wrong 
was done. A very well behaved and genteel 
colored man, aged 28, who had traveled 
much in the Slave States in the employment 
of Major A. J. Donaldson, and one or two oth- 
er distinguished gentlemen, went down the 
Mississippi river to New Orleans, as barber 
pn board the steamboat Niagara, a year ago, 
As saon as the boat fastened to the wharf or 
Levee, an officer came on board looking for 
tree negroes, He met the barber, and de- 
manded his papers, and was told he had no 
yapers, but was free born in the state of Ohio.
